Unemployment 
online system 
crashes from 
onslaught 

of claims

Shayne Subia, a Moana 
Surfrider housekeeper, went 
online Wednesday to file for 
unemployment after his 
work hours dropped to zero 
in the wake of the COVID-19 
pandemic. 

But the state’s online 
unemployment system 
was so overwhelmed that 
it crashed. He tried the 
system again Thursday, 
but it still wouldn’t go 
through, heightening his 
anxiety levels. 

“It worries me what will 
happen next. How will I sup- 
port myself and pay my 
bills? Worst scenario: how 
to pay my rent,” Subia said, 
adding that the pain of this 
crisis is compounded by the 
sacrifices Unite Here Local 5 
made during a 51-day hotel 
strike that ended in late 
2018. 

The overload in unem- 
ployment claims, which 
have been steadily rising as 
COVID-19 concerns clamp 
down on Hawaii’s economy, 
caused a misleading re- 
ported drop in Wednesday’s 
activity. 

To be sure, the state is 
bracing for tens of thou- 
sands of layoffs with the 
start of the collapse this 
week of Hawaii tourism. The

Earlier this week Gov. Da- 
vid Ige directed all bars and 
clubs to shut down and all 
restaurants to close their 
dining rooms and shift to 
takeout, drive-thru or deliv- 
ery service only. Honolulu 
Mayor Kirk Caldwell issued 
an emergency proclamation 
ordering Oahu restaurants 


and bars to make the dras- 
tic shift by 8:30 a.m. today . 
The government is asking 
the public to limit social 
gatherings to groups of 10 
people or fewer and direct- 
ing theaters, entertainment 
centers, visitor attractions 
and places of worship to 
suspend all services and ac- 
tivities. Ige also has asked

The move followed an an- 
nouncement by Honolulu 
Mayor Kirk Caldwell on 
Wednesday that city parks, 
including beach parks and 
bathrooms there, would be 
closed Thursday. However, 
it was unclear whether the 
order applied to beaches 
that aren’t part of parks or 
generally known to be part 
of parks. 


Under Hawaii law, people 
are allowed to traverse a 
park, even when closed, to 
access the beach. Addition- 
ally, the sandy area of 
beaches between the water 
and the “high water mark” of 
the sand is state jurisdic- 
tion, making it problematic 
for police or lifeguards to 
tell people they cannot go 
onto the sand and into the 
ocean.
